NEWS DRIVE PLOT FOUND GOOD NEWS TO GROWERS 


Importation of water to 
Orange county is still a live sub¬ 
ject todav The recently suggest¬ 
ed possibility of bringing in addi¬ 
tional Metropolitan Water district 
supplies is the topic uppermost in 
the minds of county water district 
directors following a conference 
here with Metropolitan district 
directors on the subject last night 
at the Green Cat cafe. 

C. A. Palmer, secretary of the 
local water district board, said to¬ 
day that while no commitments 
were made and no price was dis¬ 
cussed for water, the Metropolitan 
representatives said their board 
would give the matter considera¬ 
tion. 

Water 3 Years Away 

The Metropolitan group pointed 
out that it will be three years be¬ 
fore Colorado river water is avail¬ 
able through the Metropilitan 
aqueduct, and that no policy has 
been established as to sale of 
water to areas not in the district. 

If water were imported in this 
manner, it probably would be 
placed in existing irrigation 
canals, thus reducing the amount 
of pumping necessary by com¬ 
mercial water distributing con¬ 
cerns. This, in turn, would leave 
more underground water in the 
Santa Ana river basin available to 
other pumpers. 

Officials at Meet 

The local water district was 
represented at last night's meet¬ 
ing by Mr. Palmer. William Wal¬ 
lop of Anaheim, C. Roy Brown¬ 
ing of Tustin, William Schumacher 
of Buena Park, and Paul Bailey, 
the district's consulting engineer. 

Col. S. H. Finley of Santa Ana, 
secretary of the Metropolitan dis¬ 
trict; Citv Engineer E. P. Hap- 
good of Anaheim, City Engineer 
Herman Hiltscher of Fullerton, 
Director Thomas and Chief En¬ 
gineer Weymouth appeared for 
the Metropolitan district.

A new ordinance permitting 
gun clubs to operate in Orange 
county under a license that would 
I require the metering of all wa- 
I ter used to flood duck ponds, 
i may be the final solution to the 
squabble that has existed between 
the gun club operators and cer¬ 
tain farming and water interests. 

The squabble has been dragged 
out for several years with the 
result that several injunction 
suits against gun clubs as well as 
criminal actions against the clubs 
are now pending in oy.urt. The 
injunctions seek to restrain the 
clubs from using any water for 
their ponds. 

According to the present plan 
which was evolved following a 
recently submitted report by a 
technical committee named by the 
supervisors, it is proposed to con¬ 
tinue the county's water use ordi¬ 
nance which limits the amounts 
of water to be used, and defines 
wastage. In addition to that ordi¬ 
nance it has been proposed that 
a second measure be adopted per¬ 
mitting licensing of gun clubs with 
a definite annual water allowance. 
Under provisions of the tentative 
ordinance the clubs would be re- 
j quired to install meters on their 
property. 

With the supervisors acting in 
I the capacity of referee, practical- 
! ly all factions are said to have 
j agreed to the above terms for 
I amicable settlement of the row. 
; W. C. Mauerhan and William 
i Wallop, directors of the Orange 
county water district, have ob¬ 
jected. 

The new licensing ordinance is 
j expected to be presented to the 
i board of supervisors Friday when 
I they meet in adjourned session. 


Action on the request that the 
supervisors approve the expendi¬ 
ture of $127,000 for additional 
dredging work at Newport harbor 
probably will be taken Friday 
afternoon when the supervisors 
meet in adjourned session. That 
j item is one of the principal mat¬ 
ters scheduled for the meeting. 

At the board meeting yesterday 
R. L. Patterson, city engineer for 
Newport Beach, George Rodgers 
of Balboa and Los Angeles and 
one of the outstanding campaign¬ 
ers for the $2,000,090 habor de- 
1 velopment program now nearing 
completion, and Harry Welch, 
secretary of the Newport harbor 
chamber of commerce requested 
approval of the project. 

They said that while dredgers 
are at work on the harbor project 
| it is proposed to deepen the chan¬ 
nel at Balboa from the 10-foot 
I depth estimated in the original 
! project to 20 feet, and an increase 
to 15 feet in the channel at New¬ 
port. This additional dredging, 
they said, would permit the entry 
into the harbor of larger pleasure 
j yachts whose owners have ex¬ 
pressed a desire to make the har¬ 
bor their home port. 

In requesting the approval of 
the supervisors, Mr. Rodgers and 
Mr. Patterson said that when the 
present development program is 
] completed there will be a surplus 
of approximately $200,000 in funds 
raised for the work through a 
I bond issue and federal grant. The 
board delayed action pending in- 
j vestigation of legal phases of the 
request. 


Associated Chambers of 
Commerce to Sponsor 
Advertising Idea 

A county-wide survey designed 
as the basis of an ultimate pub¬ 
licity and advertising program 
with which Orange county could 
go to town” in a big way was 
authorized last night by the gen¬ 
eral publicity committee of the as¬ 
sociated chambers of commerce. 
The group met at Wilson's cafe, 
Balboa. 

In order to handle the job Ed¬ 
ward Hall, Santa Ana, chairman 
of a sub-committee on publicity, 
was instructed to enlarge his 
group from five to 10 members, 
and to send out questionnaires to 
all chambers of commerce in the 
county. 

Information gained from these 
questionnaires would be assembled 
to present a comprehensive picture 
of what Orange county has to of¬ 
fer tourists and what attractions 
can be most advantageously 
publicized. 

Mr. Hall suggested that a study 
be made of a similar program be¬ 
ing carried out in Santa Barbara.

Movement to Overthrow 
Government of Siam 
Starts in Army 

BANGKOK, Siam, Aug. 7 (Ah- 
A Great insurrectionary plot aimed 
at the overthrow of the govern¬ 
ment with wholesale death for 
officials was reported uncovered j 
today among Siam's defense 
forces. 

A number of noncommissioned 
officers, who allegedly planned to; 
arrest and slay their superiors, 
assume command of the army 
forces and seize the administra¬ 
tion, were reported arrested. 


Former King Prajadhipok of 
Siam, until recently one of the 
world's few remaining absolute 
monarchs, abdicated from the 
throne March 3. He retired to 
private life as Prince Sukhodaya, 
one of England's country gentle¬ 
men. 

The sovereign refused to brook 
his parliment's determination to 
modify his powers of life and 
death over his 10,000,000 sub¬ 
jects. 

Eleven-year-old Prince Ananda, 
the former king's nephew, study¬ 
ing at Lausanne. Switzerland, was 
proclaimed king. He is the son 
of Prajadhipok's late brother, 
Prince Mahidol. 

A regency council was named to 
administer state affairs until he 
reaches his majority. 


Bad news is good news today 
for Orange county ritrus growers. 

When oranges began to drop, 
largely as a result of tortrix worm 
infestations, that was bad news. 
But today, when the drop has be¬ 
come large enough to materially 
reduce the surplus of fruit, the 
bad news has an element of en¬ 
couragement in it. 

Various estimates place the loss 
of fruit from this source at fig¬ 
ures ranging from 3 to 4 per cent 
of the total crop to as high as 12 
or 15 per cent. In some orchards 
it has been as high as the latter 
figure, said Agricultural Commis¬ 
sioner D. W. Tubbs, but he said 
the average probably is a great 
deal lower. 

E. H. Salter of Fullerton, who 
j works with the California-Arizona 
i marketing agreement commission, 
said today that a check has been 
made in certain sections and that 
he does not believe the average 
drop has been more than 3 or 4 
__ 


] per cent of the total rrop. The 
drop is largely in Orange county, 
particularly in the neighborhood 
of Santa Ana and West Anaheim, 
although southern Tx>s Angeles 
j county also has felt the effects of 
the tortrix worm. 

Some of the drop has been 
caused by black scale. Mr. Salter 
said. 

On the first of July a check of 
1200 scattered trees showed a drop 
of 60 oranges per tree. However, 
Mr. Salter believes that the main 
loss of fruit from worm infesta- 
; tion is reaching an end 

Mr. Tubbs said the infestation 
is heavier this year because con¬ 
ditions have been favorable, while 
, conditions for parasites preying 
on the worm have not been so 
favorable. Four years ago there 
was another heavy infestation. 
Growers whose orchards a re af¬ 
fected are dusting with cryolite, 
and some are putting cryolite Into 
their spray materials.

BRITISH REPRIMAND 
TO ITALY DISCLOSED 

LONDON, Aug. 7. UP)—An offi¬ 
cial source disclosed today that 
the British government made 
"strong representations” to Italy 
July 26 regarding "the recent 
violent attacks in the Italian Press 
against Great Britain. 

The representations were made 
through Ambassador Grandi of 
Italy by officials at the foreign 
office, and it was stated he prom¬ 
ised to inform his government of 
the British attitude. 

Since that time, according to the 
same source, the British govern¬ 
ment has received no reply from 
Italy. 

Ramsay MacDonald became act¬ 
ing prime minister of Great Brit¬ 
ain today on the eve of an ex¬ 
pected climax to the Anglo-Italian 
controversy over Ethiopia. 

Uneasy over already frayed re¬ 
lations between this country and 
Italy, the government decided to 
let France take the lead in next 
week’s tri-power talks at Paris. 
The decision was reached before 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
departed for a vacation at Aix- 
Les-Bains, France.

through the floor of the hole, and 
water gushing from the opening 
carried several splinters of wood 
resembling that described in the 
map which led the treasure seek¬ 
ers to this particular locality. This 
fact, apparently, played a part in 
their decision to continue the 
work. 

Bricks, furnished by one of the 
treasure hunters, are being used 
to line the walls of the excavation 
to prevent further cave-ins. A 
pump near the hole is kept in con¬ 
stant use during the digging, since 
a good flow of water is coming 
from the hole. Pollies and ropes, 
rigged over a triangular wooden 
structure made from timbers, are 
used in excavation work 

The Rev, Mr. Hicks said it has 
been found necessary to remove 
the old pipe that had been sunk 
into the hole and replace it with 
a new one. Work on the project 
resumed this week, he said, and 
precautions will be taken to pre¬ 
vent a repetition of the cave-in.

GARDEN GROVE. — Budgets 
for schools of the Garden Grove 
district will show very little 
change for the roming year, and 
no complaints have been received 
at the public hearings held this 
week, various officials reported. 
Salaries in all schools remain the 
same, and the faculty personnel 
unchanged in most instances. At 
the high school one teacher has 
been added while the Alamitos 
elementary school has eliminated 
one. 

'The budget for the high school 
of $63,148 as proposed by the 
school board, although practically 
the same as last year, includes 
salary for an additional teacher, 
who will take over the agricul¬ 
tural department. Lester Waight 
of Fresno, a graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity School of Agriculture at 
Davis and of an agricultural school 
in San Luis Obispo, has been ap- 
poihted to the position. D. S. 
Jordan, former agriculture teach¬ 
er, will be associated with the 
English department of the school 
this year. The additional teacher 
was made necessary through in¬ 
creased enrollment. 

Although no complaints were 
registered against the elementary 
school’s proposed budget of $72,- 
708, the board, after careful 
consideration, feels that this sum 
may be further reduced before its 
adoption. Superintendent S. R. Fitz 
< said. 

The budget of $4,980 adopted by 
| the board of the Alamitos elemen- 
I tary school shows a decrease over 
j last year, when the amount was 
j $6130. Attendance dropped to the 
point where only two teachers 
j were necessary, and one teacher 
was dropped, her salary making 
the change in the budget. The 
teachers retained are Mrs. Marie

Feeling Well Today?

TEETH AND THE PREGNANT WOMAN: I 


When Goethe in "Faust" wishes i 
to tell us that Marguerite is preg- j 
nant, he does so by saying that! 
when she feeds, she feeds two. I 
This description is even more J 
truthful than poetic. 

It long has been the custom to 
urge the pregnant woman to eat 
for two. This counsel is bad, ex¬ 
cept in so far as it concerns cer¬ 
tain food items. 

The pregnant woman should not 
eat double the quantity of food to | 
which she is accustomed. But she 
must guard against being depleted' 
of certain minerals by the de-! 
mands made upon her by her un¬ 
born child. 

Two Substances 

Among the substances which the 
fetus abstracts from the mother’s 
body are calcium and phosphorus. 

Incidentally, it should be noted 
that the demand for calcium and 
phosphorus lasts beyond the preg¬ 
nancy period into that of nursing. 
The formation of milk also taxes 
the mother's reserve of these two 
substances. 

In order to guard against cal¬ 
cium and phosphorus starvation, 
the pregnant woman and the 
nursing mother must consume ex¬ 


tra quantities of foods containing 
these minerals. 

•Tooth For Child’ 

As to the chief symptoms and 
signs pointing to a lack of calcium 
and phosphorus, first comes the 
rapid development of dental caries. 
Not many years ago it was firmly 
believed that the mother had to 
lose “a tooth for a child." 

Among certain classes it was 
not uncommon to find young wom¬ 
en practically losing all of their 
teeth after the second or third 
pregnancy. 

lack Of Vitamins 
Today we know that such “soft¬ 
ening” of the teeth is due to cal¬ 
cium deficiency, and possibly, too, 
to a lack of vitamin D. Puffiness 
of the hands and face, tingling and 
numbness of the fingers and toes, 
painful muscle spasms and con¬ 
tractures, muscle weakness and 
exhaustion are other signs and 
symptoms of calcium deficiency. 

The foods rich in calcium are 
principally milk and milk foods, 
and vegetables, notably lettuce. 
Eggs contain large amounts of 
phosphorus.

Too many toys, toys that are 
badly made and easily broken, are 
a mistake.

The board of education last 
night adopted a $759,059 budget 
covering operating expenses for 
Santa Ana schools for the coming 
year. Last night was the time set 
for public hearing of protests on 
the budget, but no protests were 
made. 

The budget as adopted is $3000 
more than the amount actually 
spent during the year just closed. 
The increase was explained by the 
fact that salaries of teachers had 
been increased. Charles Webber, 
auditor for the board of educa¬ 
tion, said the total increase in 
teachers' salaries amounted only 
to 3.7 per cent of the total sal¬ 
aries of last year. 

Education costs this year wiH 
be $118,66 per student. Last year 
the cost was $117.26, and the year 
before, $118.35. 

Under the proposed expenditures 
for the coming year, the cost of 
operating the junior college is 
estimated at $115,993; the high 
school. $365,322. and the elemen¬ 
tary schools, $277,744. These fig¬ 
ures include costs of administra¬ 
tion, instruction, library, operation 
of the plants, maintenance, auxil¬ 
iary agencies, special charges and 
capital outlay.

A $300,000 program which calls 
for completion of the Santa Ana 
Polytechnic High school project, 
erection of an auditorium at Julia 
Lathrop Junior high school and 
rehabilitation of the high school 
gymnasium was launched by the 
hoard of education last night with 
the adoption of a resolution au¬ 
thorizing appointment of a com¬ 
mittee by Chairman George R. 
Wells to prepare an application 
for a grant from the federal Pub¬ 
lic Works administration for 45 
per rent of the total cost. The 
resolution, offered by Rolla Hays 
and seconded by M B Youel, met 
with the unanimous approval of 
the board. 

In a preliminary discussion of 
the project, J. E. Allison of the 
firm of Allison and Allison, Ix>s 
Angeles architects, pointed out 
that it would be necessary for 
the city to put up the remainder 
of the money, and suggested that 
a bond issue be called for. 

t'nder this plan, the city of San¬ 
ta Ana will be asked to vote $165,- 
000 in bonds, which would carry 
a four per cent rate of interest. 
At present, the school board is 
paying a 5 per cent rate of in¬ 
terest on $32,000, the remainer 
of a loan under the Greene bill, 
obtained for reconstructing the 
high school to make it quake 
proof. This amount could either 
be returned to the state or kep' 
in reserve. 

$136,435 Obligated 

Mr. Allison said already there 
has been spent or obligated on 
the h»;h school project a sum of 
$436,435. Various additions and 
alterations, including plans for the 
rehabilitation of the gymnasium, 
brought the figure io $40,000 
more than the original $600,000 
estimate. Completion of the high 
school project alone would neces¬ 
sitate an additional $200,000, he 
said. 

It was asserted during the dis¬ 
cussion last night that by adopt¬ 
ing the present plan, the school 
district could save more than 
M00,000 The saving would be ef¬ 
fected in the following manner: 
Under the Greene bill, the city 
was loaned $700,000, and of that 
amount $ 200,000 was turned back 
to the state Under the new set¬ 
up, the city would get a $300,- 
000 building program for $165,- 
000 . 

With blocks A and D already 
under construction at the high 
school, the new program will call 
for construction of three new 
buildings for class purposes, mak¬ 
ing a total of five buildings. The 
new junior high school auditorium 
is to cost about $60,000, it was 
estimated. 

Markel Favor* Plan 

Jules Markel. in commenting on 
the program, said he felt the city 
of Santa Ana should avail itself 
of this opportunity to receive such 
a grant from the government.

Perhaps if you like 
blue instead, you can try veronica 
spicata with Its slim spikes of 
blue, or platycodon (Chinese bell 
flower). It comes in white, too, 
and is really a gorgeous flower. 
Near the blue I’ll put some pink 
canterbury bells. I planted some 
trollius seeds, but it's a gamble

The money markets of the Far 
West gave evidence of the con¬ 
tinued rise of financial and busi¬ 
ness activity in reports from 30 
cities consolidated today by the 
federal reserve bank of Sail Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The report showed transactions 
in commerce, industry and finance 
caused a flow of checks through 
banks that totaled $2,575,131,000. 

This figure was well over a 
half billion dollars In excess of 
the business done in July last 
year. It Indicated th- t where 
$100 changed hands a year ago, 
around $128 was changing own¬ 
ership in July this year. 

Not since October 1931 has any 
month shown as large a total. 

The bank debits for the first 
seven months of this year ran up 
a total of more than $16,475,000,- 
000, compared with last year's 
$14,226,000,000 for the like period. 
This gain was around 16 per cent. 

Rising financial activity, in¬ 
cluding refinancing of corporation 
loans as well as stock market 
turnover, was added to the gen¬ 
eral upturn in business, to pro¬ 
duce the especially marked rise 
in money activity during July.

THE UNINTENTIONAL VIOLATOR 

A PPEARING in a recent issue of the American 
Magazine is an article under the caption. “Mile a 
Minute Man," by a former governor of New Jersey. The 
author deals with the various errors which attend automo¬ 
bile driving. He takes the careful and the cautious, the 
kind of a driver you and I think we are, and then makes 
scientific deductions which prove we are guilty of safety 
violations, and invoke risks of which we are unconscious 
because of our unfamiliarity with the speed we are travel¬ 
ing, how far the distance before a stop is possible, and 
other technical errors the average driver makes. 

One point he briefly but strikingly presents. Most of 
us come within the criticism. The author says we throw 
the most priceless possessions we have in the world in the 
car—meaning the wife and children—and then accept all 
the hazards of the road. 

In this connection many of us who haven’t the slight¬ 
est intention of violating a traffic law do so because our 
thought is absorbed on some other matter. This is not a 
justification for the violation, but in spite of all our good 
intentions and regard for the safety of others as well as 
ourself and family, the legal fracture occurs. 

When it comes to a conscientious regard for safe 
driving we know of no one who has greater respect for 
this attitude and rule than our friend, Wesley Taylor, who 
now finds himself unwittingly facing a violation for fail¬ 
ure to make a boulevard stop. This unintentional com¬ 
mitment on Mr. Taylor’s part, and the fact that he has 
been active in law obedience, is no reflection on his sin¬ 
cerity. In fact it only emphasizes greater need for our 
observance of the traffic rules he advocates to the end 
that driving become safe and pleasant. 

UPSETTING THE ORANGE CART 

A LWAYS we have with us the chiselers. And always 
the chiselers find something to chisel on. Right now 
in Orange county we hear of new movements to foment 
discord among the citrus growers. Something new, some¬ 
thing different—another new deal. The various growers’ 
associations, organized to their present state of efficiency, 
always are a source of envy to the watering mouths of 
those who would profit by what has been accomplished 
and by the frequent misunderstandings and petty jealous¬ 
ies that bob up in the best of regulated business insti¬ 
tutions. 

For many years now the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, the Mutual Orange Distributors and the Amer¬ 
ican Fruit Growers’ association have successfully mar¬ 
keted the citrus crop of the Southland. Newcomers with 
untried schemes will have to produce a modern miracle to 
convince the experienced grower that he can do better by 
quitting his old organization, if the present set-up contin¬ 
ues to function along fair and progressive lines. If it 
doesn’t there is always a way to remedy the situation 
without upsetting the cart that has hauled our oranges 
to a profitable market. 

SONS OF THE PATRIOTS 

M AYBE it is something to be disturbed about and 
maybe it isn’t, but it is at least interesting to learn 
that the American communist party proudly sent word to 
Moscow the other day that it has an active membership of 
30,000. This does not include affiliates or sympathizers. 
Its native American membership has increased from 10 
per cent to 40 per cent since 1930. 

The Moscow organization, outlining the agenda for 
the coming year, has directed its American membership 
to work toward confiscation of church properties, “to aid 
the unemployed.” Also, according to the dispatches, the 
American communist party has been directed by the com¬ 
munist international to continue boring from inside the 
workers’ unions, toward a coalition of all labor forces. 

“We have assimilated the revolutionary traditions of 
1776,” says American Secretary General Earl Browder. 
“We are heirs of the revolutionary movements from which 
the United States originated.” 

All of which must be of supreme comfort to the 
spirits of George Washington, the continental army and 
the signers of the Declaration of Independence.

F ROM time to time the Hearst and Chandler press in 
Los Angeles print narratives which nauseate us. 

Such an article appeared in the Times Magazine last 
Sunday. It was entitled “I Found Independence on the 
Dole.” Of course, it was anonymous. 

It was offered as the true story of a chiseler who drew 
a welfare department check although she was earning a 
living on the side. It had the ring, however, of being 
based on someone’s distorted imagination, rather than 
facts. It sounded like subtle propaganda against welfare 
work. 

If the story is a fake, The Times had no business 
printing it. If it is true, The Times is neglecting its duty 
unless it has turned the grafter over to police.
